Republicans were 
laughing today 
over the rumor 
which has gained 
credence tha t resolutions fa voring the 
endorsement of the county loca l op­ 
tion plank were “ choked off” in the 
m a ss meeting of the Republicans of 
Rushville township Saturday a fter­ 
noon and a lso in the reorganization 
meeting of the county central com­ 
mittee y esterda y afternoon. 
In the first place, loca l 
Republi­ 
ca ns point out, it is not the custom 
to endorse any party 
stand in a 
township m a ss meeting or in a meet­ 
ing to reorganize the county commit­ 
tee. 
This matter is a lwa y s left to 
the county convention. 
This is the 
custom followed in every instance, 
not only by the Republican party , but 
a lso by the Democratic party . 
It is understood although they were 
never brought to light and such wa s 
known to be the ca se Saturday , that 
resolutions were prepared asking the 
township meeting to endorse county 
local option. 
They were never pre­ 
sented before the meeting or action 
would undoubtedly have been taken 
on them. 
Any Republican had a j mo-- 
feet right to present such resolutions 
if lie desired and the meeting would 
midioubtedly have acted on tliem in 
some way .

lie admitted that such resolu- . 
tions had been prepared and were j 
held by him ready to be presented 
Saturday , but he sa y s they were not 
presented before the convention be­ 
cause “ it was nl t deemed advisable 
a t that time.” 
Mr. Looney 
s a id 
that lie under­ 
stood that the resolutions favoring 
the endorsement of county local op­ 
tion wo u ld be v o ted down in the con­ 
vention Saturday . 
Tie had no a bso­ 
lute assu ran ce, though, that they 
would n o t be accepted by the con­ 
v en tio n . 
On 
the other 
hand Mr. 
Looney 
advocates that the 
town­ 
ship conventions are the places where 
en d o rsemen t fo r 
such a thing should 
originate because the township mass 
co n v en tio n s mo re 
nearly 
represent 
the rank and file of the party . 
But 
he understood, he 
said , 'that they 
would have been voted down Sa tur­ 
day had they been presented. 
It has alway s been the custom for 
pa rty policy to l>e sounded in resolu­ 


t i o n s passed at the county conven­ 
tion. 
Mr. Looney maintains that the 
county convention does not so nearly 
represc at the party as the township 
conventions. But every vote in every 
township has a perfect right to a t­ 
tend the 
township 
meetings when 
county convention delegates are se­ 
lected and vote for the men whom 
he believes would represent his idea s 
and opinions best.

Alden Jessup, aged sixteen y ears, 
died a t seven o'clock Monday night

He remained un­ 
conscious frlom the time of the a cci­ 
dent until death, and exa ct ca use of 
the discharge of the gun will remain 
a my stery . 
Young Jessup spent the latter part 
of Monday afternoon shooting pig­ 
eons in his father's barn and it is 
thought that the gun was discharged 
when lie attempted to jump fnom the 
ladder leading to the hay loft, over a 
manger, to the ground. 
He was found by a brother lying on 
the barn floor several 
m in u tes a fter 
his family at the house had heard the 
last report of the gun. 
The charge 
of Shot penetrate*! his head on the 
right side, the entire skull being torn 
open. 
The brother 
carried 
him to the 
house and Dr. R. S. McCray of Mor­ 
ristown was summoned. 
The terrible 
wound was dressed but nothing could 
lie done to thwart the call iotf death 
a fter such a terrible injury had been 
inflicted. 
Tt is considered remarkable 
that he lived two hours a fter the a c­ 
cident. 
The lad leaves his father and moth­ 
er and two brothers. 
The members 
of the family are p rostra ted at the 
sudden and terrible death of their 
son and brother. 
He was a student of 
the Morris­ 
town high school and was well known 
in that oitv.

The new county Republican cha ir­ 
man, d a ta L. Bebout, expects to con­ 
sult all of the interested persons be­ 
fore he issues the usual call for the 
comity convention. Some Republicans 
are in fa vor of a la te county con­ 
vention, while others fa vor an early 
convention. 
The COunty chairman expects to 
ca ll a meeting of the thirty -one pre­ 
cinct committeemen 
in 
the county 
and all of the candidates for the 
county office nominations in the near 
future to get expressions frcm ¡them 
concerning the date for the county 
Convention. 
It is likely this meeting 
or conference will be called by the 
new county Chairman for Wednesday 
of the second or third week of Feb­ 
ruary. 
This is very indefinite a s y et, 
however. 
Some eondidaite.s for office, as well 
as some of the new precinct commit - 
teemen fa vor an early convention. 
Last campaign the convention was 
held March 17th; tlie campaign be­ 
fore on March loth, and the cam ­ 
paign previous to that on March 13th. 
If an early convention is decided on 
for this y ear, the convention will 
probably be near one of these dates. 
The emly problem concerning an 
early convention which confronts the 
county chairman is the place of hold­ 
ing such a meeting. . There is not a 
room, hall or building in 
the city 
which would accommodate the con­ 
vention. 
The 
convention 
may 
be 
held in 
the colosseum in 
t*he city 
park, but there i> no method of hea t­ 
ing it so that it would be comfortable 
for a March meeting, if the weather 
i- any thing similar to what it gener­ 
ally i- at that seas» .)» of the y ear. 
So 
’ 
the county chairman believes it may 
he imperative to hold a late conven­ 
tion on account of the lack of proper 
accommodations. 
There will be thirty -seven less del­ 
egates in the county convention this 
y ear than there were two y ears ago. 
One delegate is allowed for every ten 
votes cast in the campaign previous. 
Last campaign was an “ of f y ear 
and the vote was not very heavy , 
which accounts for the lessening of 
the size of the convention this y ear. 
The Rushville township delegation 
will lead the 'convention this y ear 
with 101 delegates, which is ,-ixteen 
1 es^ than were in the delegation last 
campaign.

Ou r adv ice to all perso ns 
in neighbo rho o ds where there is any 
reaso n fo r su specting rabies is to get 
rid o f all stray do gs, and see that 
(o thers hav e no o ppo rtu nity to inju re 
any o ne.” 
The labo rato ry 
au tho rities 
feel 
th at claims made by u nscientific per­ 
so ns that there is no su ch a thing a-« 
rabies, and that the co ntentio ns o f 
so me jdiy sicians that rabies is pu rely 
imaginativ e, is do ing a g n a t deal to 
hinder stamping o u t the diseaase in 
the State. 
Many phy sicians jnx o h- 
po o h the idea o f a mad do g. and ad­ 
v ise perso ns to giv e no attentio n to 
the claims o f the scientist> who ad­ 
v o cate pro tectiv e measu res 
against 
rabid animals. 
The au tho rities, ho w­ 
ev er, say this class o f phy sicians is 
grad 11 ally lo sing gro u nd in the face

po sitiv e ev idence intro du ced against 
their theo ries.
